Representative Clare Boothe Luce,

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The Pressure Relieved 

That the bombing of Germany's industrial 
centers by Allied planes based upon Britain, 
together with the growing threat to Italy from 
the south, may have forced Hitler to abandon 
plans for a new summer offensive against 
Russia, was the view expressed recently by Sec- 
retary of War Stimson. 

It is altogether probable Stimson is correct. 
It is now later in the year than the opening 
date of the German offensives against the Red 
armies either in 1942 or 1941. Yet the weather 
in that area has been ideal for large scale 
military operations for several weeks. 

Undoubtedly the air attacks on the Ruhr 
and other industrial targets have forced the 
German command to withdra~ fighter planes 
from the eastern front. The Luftwaffe is, in 
all probability, far weaker in numerical strength 
today than at any time since the war began. 
It is doubtful if it can maintain strong forces 
on more than one front at a time, now. And 
that the fighter defenses of the Ruhr have 
been strengthened recently is shown by the 
increasing losses suffered by the RAF and the 
American Air Force in their raids. 

Furthermore, the threat of invasion, from 
a direction the Nazis can only guess, has caused 
withdrawal of a number of divisions from the 
Russian front to be stationed in France, in 
Italy or on the southern Balkan front, for de- 
fensive purposes. This factor, too, has used up 
the greater portion of the reserve divisions 
which must be kept intact for any extensive 
assault. 

Russia, for two summers, bore the heavy 
brunt of the Axis might. Now, the third sum- 
mer of war for the Soviet finds the pressure 
relieved. Perhaps to such an extent 
that the world has seen:the last Axis offensive 
the European arena, on any large scale. 
If, as seems altogether probable, Hitler lets 
the summer go without attempting any new 
offensive, he can make no explanation to the 
German people that will offset the admission 
that he is, at last, forced to a solely defensive 
role. The would-be world conqueror thus be- 
comes a hunted gangster, forced to a last des- 
perate stand, futile but inescapable, before the 
implacable power of the forces of world law 
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and order.

New: Source for Manila Rope 

When peace comes to this troubled earth 
and various areas which had enjoyed practical 
monopoly of supplying the world with needed 
commodities seek to resume former activities, 
many will discover that wartime scarcity 
developed new areas for production of their 
specialties and in the future they must meet 
competition in all world markets. 

In this respect, the Philippines will be hit 
hard in the production of the abaca plant, 
which is the source of Manila rope. Before 
Pearl Harbor, the Philippines produced abont 
95 per cent of the world's svpply of the fiber; 
the Dutch East Indies most of the rest. After 
the yellow imps had taken the Philippines 
and swarmed over the South Sea islands like 
a horde of hungry ants, the temporarily dazed 
democracies awakened to the fact their sources 
of abaca were in possession of the enemy; 
unless a new source were discovered, there 
would be no more Manila rope, and it was 
badly needed. 

Since 1900 the United States has been the 
number one consumer of Manila fiber, and we 
still are, for our own use and for our allies. 
In addition to ship and marine uses, where it 
is paramount because of its exceptional 
resistance to water and salt, great strength 
and resiliency, it fills a thousand staple needs. 

For 50 years has been the third 
largest importer of abaca, and, having little 
land suitable for growing the crop, began 
taking over the abaca area in the Philippines 
by silent infiltration. Observing this, Dr. 
Henry Evans, United States Department of 
Agriculture plant explorer, brought a hand- 
bagful of abaca roots to this country, and later 
carried them to Panama, where they were 
planted on United Fruit Company land near 
Almirante, on the Caribbean coast, the motive 
being to try out the crop in the American 
tropics. In 1937 the company expanded the 
plantings to 1,000 acres, and two years later 
to 2,000 acres. 

Immediately after Pearl Harbor, the United 
Fruit Company transferred its ownership of 
the seed supplv to the United States govern- 
ment, and the company contracted with the 
Defense Supply Corporation to plant 20,000 
acres of abaca in middle America, to harvest 
and process the fiber and sell it at cost to 
the United States for urgent war needs. 

The first 20,000 acres in Panama, Costa 
Rica, Honduras and Guatemala will be in- 
creased to 40,000 acres by the end of 1943. The 
fruit company has built and is now operating 
this nemisphere’s first modern abaca process- 
ing mill and is now building a still more effi- 
cient decorticating mill. Planting stock from 
the basic seed plantations is also being distrib- 
uted to native farmers in Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica, Haiti and other tropical American na- 
tions. It is stated that in 1944 the United 
States will have enough American-grown abaca 
to supply urgent shipping and other military 
needs of its own and our allies. 

Thus the fortunes of war will deprive the 
Philippines of a practical monopoly on one of 
the needs of the world, but perhaps a rebuilt 
China and a reorganized Orient will make pro- 
duction of abaca profitable in that Section, 
despite competition of the Latin-American

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 


LESS STRENGTH WASHINGTON, June 27.—An_ explana- 

tion of the marked inactivity of the Ger- 
man air force during the past year is found in the latest estimates 
of Allied intelligence sources that the present front line strength 
of the Luftwaffe is less than 4,000 planes. 

This is a remarkable setback from the figures claimed by the 

Nazi propagandists at the beginning of the war. 
In an effort to terrorize and intimidate their 
intended victims the Nazis pretended to have 
a reserve force of some 30,000 planes, with a 
production rate of several thousand monthly. 
We now know that the figures were fan- 
tastic. The Luftwaffe never approached any- 
thing close to that strength. The best informa- 
tion the Allies have been able to piece together 
after closely checking three and a half years of 
war activities is that the German air force at 
its peak never consisted of more than 4,500 
front: line planes, with a reserve force of about 
the same number. 
Today, the Luftwaffe is at a lower ebb than 
it has been since the war started. Huge losses 
in Russia, in Africa, and over Europe have blunted its offensive 
power completely and have reduced it to the status of a defensive 
weapon. 

That explains why the Germans, for more than a year now, 
have been unable to make anything more than nuisance raids on 
the British in retaliation for the great 1,000-plane missions the 
RAF has been sending against cities of the Reich. No one doubts 
for a moment that Hitler and Goering would give their eye teeth 
to be able to reply in kind. They just haven't got the planes. 


DOMINANCE IN AIR Allied dominance in the air is now 
so complete that the United States 


and Britain could suffer a reversal in the present attrition rate 
in their favor and still be on equal terms with the Germans. In 
other words the Germans will have to start_shooting down our 
planes at a ratio of about three to one before they catch up with us. 
The figures at the moment are running in the opposite direction. 

All of this explains the refusal of the Germans to send their 
fighters up to engage anything but bombers. Our own fighters are 
permitted to fly over Europe pretty much as they please without 
any fear of challenge. The Germans have found it necessary to 
confine their attacks to the bombers. 

Informed military sources belHeve that the sad state of the 
wasting Luftwaffe may be a primary factor in the failure of the 
Germans thus far to open up the promised Russian offensive this 
summer. Already it is long overdue, The answer may well be that 
the Nazis just haven't got the air power to support a new all-out 
drive in the east. 

Of the present estimated first line strength of less than 4,000 
planes, Allied officials are authority for the statement that at least 
one-third of the Luftwaffe is now concentrated in northwestern 
Europe, which embraces France and the occupied countries. 

The Germans evidently feel it necessary to concentrate that 
much of the remaining strength close to the channel invasion 
points in case the second front materializes. 


IN READINESS It is reasonable to suppose that they may 
feel the need for holding another third in 
readiness for an attack in the Mediterranean. 

That would leave only some 1,200 or 1,500 planes at most 
available for a new Russian offensive. It is hardly conceivable 
that Hitler would allow his intuitions to take him so far afield as to 
risk a major offensive with no more air support than that. 

What our own American Air Force in England now amounts 
to is a military secret, of course, but at the present rate of pro- 
duction (over 7,000 monthly) it doesn’t take any guessing to 
figure that we are already far ahead of the Germans. Combined 
with the British, who have gone steadily forward in the air since 
the early days of the blitz, we have got the Germans beat so bad 
that it should be pitiful. 

The results being accomplished on the series of round-the- 
clock raids going on against German production centers shows 
the degree of superiority the Allies have. Steadily we are grind- 
ing their war machine to bits. Six months or a year hence the 
effect will be felt more fully. 

Hitler will find himself incapable of supplying the needs of 
his vast army for any sustained operation. We are gradually whit- 
tling down his capacity for making war. Every time a thousand 
tons of bombs is dropped on a German industrial city the Hitler 
production machine, already overstrained and creaky, is weakened 
that much. 


CAN’T STAND UP No nation in the world can stand up under 
the punishment the British and Americans 
are now giving the Germans. So long as we have the heavy 
bombers to carry on raids of the present scope there can be no 
doubt of the ultimate end of the war. Bombings alone may not 
beat the Germans down, but if continued on their present scale 
there cannot be the slightest doubt that the Hitlerite underpin- 
ings will be left so insecure that an invading army, when it is 
finally launched, will find a defeated enemy to deal with. 
Military men who are in position to know say that when Hitler 
lost control of the air he lost the war. He not only has lost air 
supremacy, but there is now no longer the remotest chance that 
he can ever again reach anything approaching equality with the 
Allies. The final gearing up of American industry to mass pro- 
duction of airplanes has made that a physical impossibility.

Fist and skull battles are more rare than they were in the old 
days, but the few that occur in civilized regions are still governed 
by the rules of chivalry. 

The rules are familiar. Don't hit a man while he is down; don’t 
hit below the belt; don’t pull a knife; don’t jump on a little fellow. 
And since neither belligerent intends or desires to kill the other, 
the rules are remembered even in the heat of battle. 

There was a time also, when chivalry ruled the conduct of 
gentlemen on the battlefield. You will remember the story of tnat 
famous battle between French and English armies, whose com- 
manders politely debated the matter of precedence, each insisting 
that the other shoot first. When courtesy was satisfied, one gave 
the command to fire; 700 men on the other side fell dead, and the 
battle was over. 

War is no longer subject to polite rules. It is a primeval struggle 
for survival. It is a grim business of killing in order to avoid being 
killed. The best soldier is the one who can kill the enemy and save 
himself. 

The hope and purpose of every commander is to win his battles 
with the smallest possible expenditure of men. A cheap victory is 
one achieved by spending money instead of blood. And that re- 
quires machines. 

The reconquest of Attu cost us about 400 men, plus the wound- 
ed, while the Japs lost over 2,000 killed. Tokyo radio complained 
that the Japs were outnumbered—a point we gladly concede. We 
had every advantage—air control, sea control, more men, better 
weapons and more of them. 

In Africa we had a similar advantage. After the Germans sure 
rendered, Ernie Pyle could write: “For once we had enough of 
everything at the right place at the right time.” 

We must build the power to blast the Japs off the earth, or dig 
them out with bavonets—— and blasting will be cheaper 
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“We'll have to, call it off, Charlie—Mother has my 
ration book!”

Georgia employers who paid ex- 
cise taxes on their pay rolls to the 
federal government in 1936 may 
receive credit for 90 per cent of 
such payments on state unemploy- 
ment reserve account by filing 
proof of their payments with the 
bureau of unemployment compen- 
sation on or before midnight, July 


31, Commissioner of Labor Ben T. 


Huiet announced yesterday. 

An act of the 1943 
empowered the crediting of 90 per 
cent of the 1936 payments, which 
were collected by the federal gov- 
ernment under the federal social! 
security act pending enactment of 
the state unemployment compensa 
tion law. After the state passed its 
laws, taxes collected bv fed 
eral government were transferred 
to the state unemployment. trust 
fund. 

Proof of payment can be made 
either by a letter from the em 
ployer certifying the amount of 
taxes he paid or a certificate from 
thé collector of internal -revenue. 
No special form is required and 
none is available, Huiet added. 

No refunds can be paid any em- 
'ployer who is now liable to the 
state for unemployment compensa- 
tion contributions. 

Rates for 1944 employer contri- 
butions for unemployment com- 
pensation for 1944 will be comput- 
ed as of June 30 this year, Huiet 
added, but pointed out that taxes 
certified from 1936 payments will 
be credited if received by mid- 
night, July 31.

Goatskin Rafts 
Moving Gas 


In China 


CHUNGKING, June 26.—(De- 
layed )—(4’)—The goatskin express 
floated into Chungking today car- 

rying 31 1-2 tons of 
products from Shenshi. 

Its arrival inaugurated the first 
large-scale modern use of one o 
China’s most ancient forms of 
| transport. 

The express consisted of 1,000 
inflated goatskins divided into 
three large rafts, which were dis- 
mantled and deflated on arrival, 
for return to the starting point 
by land, 

The rafts were floated in on the 
Chialing, or Little river, which 
flows into the Yangtze here. 

The oil consignment was carried 
at a cost of $10,000 (American), 
and much cheaper than by truck 
transport, it was estimated by the 
Kansu Oil Company, which used 
the rafts. 

The new service is one of the 
strangest transportation 
the Chinese-Japanese war, in 
which every form of transport has 


been used, from cargo leviathans | 


of the air to rubber-tired cars and 
human pack caravans. 


Drawing less than a foot of 
water, the rafts carried their 168 
barrels of petroleum products 
through rapids and over rocks in 
the swift current of the Chialing.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—() 
Administration leaders were re- 
ported attempting today to salvage 
from the wreckage of their food 
price rollback program congres- 
sional authority for direct subsidy 
payments to farmers instead of 
processors to hold down living 
costs. 

Both houses have voted to pro- 
hibit further payments to proces- 
sors to cut back the retail prices 
of meats, butter and coffee—a de- 
cision expected to be nailed down 
this week with agreement on the 
language of a bill extending the 
life of the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration for two more years. 

Reportedly resigned to accept- 
ance of such a prohibition, War 
Mobilization Director James F. 
Byrnes and Price Administrator 
Prentiss Brown were said to be 
appealing to congressional lieuten- 
ants for action leaving the way 
open in the bill for subsidy pay- 
ments to farmers to accomplish 
the same purpose. 

Bill Continues Incentives. 

As the measure was approved 
by the senate Saturday, it would 
continue payments to encourage 
production of vitally needed crops, 
for transportation and for mineral 
production. An umendment, pri-

No, they used their 
heads instead. 


They decided—because they didn’t have enough 
money to buy great quantities of weapons—to develop 
working models of the best, the most advanced weapons 


that brains could devise. 


Also, they decided to complete plans so that these 
weapons could be produced in mass—and we mean mass 
quantities—when and if war struck, End-of chapter. 


CHAPTER II 


To get these working models developed, our military 
and naval leaders asked for help from trusted con- 
cerns with which they had worked for many years. 


They got what they asked for. These concerns laid 
out the necessary money, often dig money, for experi- 
mental work. They had no assurance of future orders 
for any equipment they might develop. All they knew 
was that the country’s security demanded that the 
work be done. 


These companies opened up their laboratories to one 
another. Gave the use of their patents, royalty free. 
Developed new weapons of all kinds. Tested them. 
Ironed out the bugs. [he weapons developed in those 
peacetime years included much of the well-known and 
recently publicized equipment, as well as devices which 
must remain secret. 


When war got so close you could taste it and appro-

The Army and Navy helped these companies tool 
up, provided machinery, buildings, and (where need- 
ed) money to launch the biggest production effort in 
history. And the best workmen in the world went to 
work on war goods instead of peace goods. End of

CHAPTER Ill 


A typical example of how the job worked out has to 
do with work done prior to Pearl Harbor in protect- 
ing the belly of the Boeing Flying Fortress. 

When attacked from the side, rear or above, the 
Fortress could knock the spots off enemy fighters. But 
when attacked from below, neither the tail gunner nor 


the nose gunner could cover all attackers. 


Air Force ofhcers at Wright Field took the problem 
up with the Sperry Gyroscope Company, because of 
Sperry’s experience in developing aiming and firing 
controls for guns .. . aviation equipment such as the 
Sperry Automatic Pilot and the Sperry Bombsight 
,.. and several hundred other precision weapons, in- 


struments, and devices. 


Working together .. . and aided by Vickers, Inc., a 
Sperry company ... they created the Sperry Ball 
‘Turret. This turret is a sphere made of aluminum and 
Plexiglas, installed in the belly of the plane. Inside it 
sits a gunner with two .50-caliber machine guns that 
can stop an attacker before the Fortress comes within 


the enemy’s range. 


The gunner has full vision through an opening of 
shatterproof glass. His guns are aimed by a Sperry 
Computing Sight that takes into account the range, 
course, and speed of an enemy plane. In aiming, the 
whole turret (propelled by hydraulic “muscles” de- 
veloped and built by Vickers, Inc.) turns smoothly 


at the will of the gunner. 

These belly turrets—and the top turrets developed 
by Sperry and made by other American concerns— 
have helped make America’s big bombers the deadli- 
est air battleships in the world. 


After the Sperry Ball Turret had been perfected, 


assistance in turning out the vast quantities needed 
was sought from two of America’s great mass-pro- 
ducers... the Briggs Manufacturing Company and the 
Emerson Electric Company.
